SUBJECT: THE HEAVENLY 
VISION SCRIPTURAL 
REFERENCE: ACTS 26th 
Chapter 19-20 


“‘Whereupon, O King Agrippa, I 
was not disobedient unto the 
Heavenly Vision: But shewed 
first unto them at Damascus, 
and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of 
Judea and then unto the 
Gentiles, that they should repent 
and turn to God and do works 
meet for Repentance.” (We 
suggest reading from verses 12 
thru 23 also) 


Supt. Elder Burnett emphasized 
that many churches of Today 
are full of unregenerated 
members who have never come 
face to face with God: Many. 
people are White-washed but are 
not Washed White, just smeared 
over: Rarely, can you enter a 
church today where there is real 
worship .and where the very 
atmosphere makes one conscious 
of the presence of Him “Who is-- 
*“A Consuming Fire.’”’ A babbling 
of voices and talking concerning 
trivial affairs is not conducive to 
Divine Revelation. 


We need The Heavenly Vision 
today as same as, in the days of 
the Apostle Paul; But, if the 
pulpit. does not have the vision, 
how is the pew going to to get 
it? And if the Christian is not 
possessed by it, how is the world 
going to sense it? In this Age of 
confusion and frustration, In 
this Day of crime and 
degradation, Saints everywhere, 
should be obedient to the 
Heavenly Vision; And there can 
be no Vision until you see Jesus. 


Isaiah saw the Lord and he cried 
out, Woe is me! Woe is me! for-- 
I am undone, Create in me a 
clean heart.” 


‘Where there is no vision, the 
people perish” The man who has 
never had a vision of the Lord 
sitting upon a throne, His train 
filling the Temple and before 
whose Glory even the angels 
covered their faces, has never 
seen God at all, and has never 
seen himself. He may chant his 


. songs of honeyed-sweetness, He 


may occupy the highest seat in 
the church, but he does not 
know Him who is “glorious in 
holiness; and before whom the 
whole universe- shall bow in 
trembling awe: Therefore, (like 
the Apostle Paul) we must be 
ever-minduful of and 
ever-obedient to The Heavenly 
Vision.

In Kansas this week to address 

- students at Cowley County 
Community Junior College, 
wAtKansas. City... and 
congregations at Holy Temple 
Church of God in Christ, the 
president of SJC told of the 
struggles of impoverished blacks 
to gain their rightful place in 
society. 


Having grown up in Jacksonville, 
Ill where she attended white 
schools, the 19 year old teacher 
was unprepared for the 
conditions she found in Holmes 
County when she arrived there 
_ in 1926. The black children who 
- did attend school (but only 
_ three months a year) sat at crude 
- wooden desks. Water was carried 
from a nearby stream. Their 
homes were squalid shacks. 


“TI ecouldn’t believe that such 
- eonditions existed,”’ Dr. Mallory 
declared. She classed the people 
as, “the upper class poor, the 
abject poor, and just poor”’. 


Before automation took their 
jobs away, the men, women and 
children chopped and picked 
cotton*for a living. 


_ “When automation took over in 
the cotton fields there was 
nothing left for the men to do 

~ since they weren’t prepared for 
any other kind of work,” Dr. 


“Yes, I think we’re far ahead of 
you.” When asked how she felt 
about Shirley Chisholm running 
for president she replied, “I 
think it is excellent because she 
projects the black woman. We 
are good friends and I'll be 
saying many good things about 
her.” Does she feel black people 
will support the black woman 
for president? She smiled and 
shook her head, ‘‘No, no. We are 
not ready for a woman 
president. But she will be doing 
a good thing for all women by 
running.” 


As for the women’s liberation 
movement, Dr. Mallory supports 
only the phase that demands 
equal pay and equal work 


opportunities. She believes that

Better education 
(children now are required to 
attend nine month of school) 
has put more and more black 
young people into

Mother Mae Elizabeth Benbow, 
porn December 29, 1892, in St. 
“Clair, Missouri, was called from 


labor to reward January 20, 
1972, in San Francisco, 


- California. Funeral Services were 
“held January 25, 1972, at the 
Jerusalem Church of God in 
Christ, 901 Divisadero St., San 
Francisco, Calif., Rev. Lonnie 
~ Patton, officiating. 


Mother Benbow was married to 


- the late Eld. E. C. Benbow, who 


at the time of his demise, was 


the oldest Church of God in 
Christ Minister in seniority in 
the state of Missouri. To that 


union 12 children were born. 


“Mother Benbow was one of the | 
original Pioneers of the COGIC, 


having accepted the Lord at an 
early age. For fifty-four years, 
she was pastored by the late 
Bishop D. Bostie in St. Louis, 
Mo. She was the daughter-in-law 
of the late Mother Bennie 


“Benbow Roberts, formerly of 


Tennessee, who with a soap box, 


hammer and nails, built her 


Pastor, our late Founder, Bishop 
C. H. Mason his first pulpit. 
Mother Bennie Benbow Roberts 
was the first State Mother of 
Indiana in the Church of God in 
Christ. 


Mother Benbow was_ the 
Organizer of the first Youth 
Department in the COGIC in the 
State of Missouri.
